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Sherwood  in  Colonel  Graham's  3rd  Regiment  of  the  State  Levies,  organized 
July  1st,  1780.  The  article  previously  referred  to  from  the  Albany  Evening 
News  says  that  Dr.  Smyth  sold  the  old  Red  House  to  Ezekiel  Baldwin,  who 
kept  it  as  an  inn.  Through  successive  remodeling  this  building  was  known 
as  the  Mansion  House  and  later  the  Milliman  House,  which  stood  on  the  north- 
cast  corner  of  State  street  and  lower  Broadway.  The  same  article  gives  the  old 
inn  as  the  gathering  place  for  the  Sons  of  Liberty  during  the  Revolution.  The 
Fort  Edward  Book  locates  the  Baldwin  inn  at  this  place,  but  states  that  it 
was  operated  first  by  Alexander  and  later  by  Samuel  Baldwin  and  also  places 
the  scene  of  the  earliest  justice  court  here  before  1800,  which  was  ruled  over 
by  Matthias  Ogden,  later  the  first  postmaster  of  the  settlement.  Corey's  Ga- 
zetteer, however,  gives  James  Rogers  as  the  first  incumbent  of  the  latter  office. 
The  census  of  1790  gives  Alexander  Baldwin,  also  Alexander,  Jr.,  and  Cor- 
nelius, his  sons,  as  residents  of  "Argylc  Town"  that  year. 

Just  what  determined  the  Durkee  and  other  Connecticut  families  to  settle 
in  Fort  Edward  is  an  unanswered  question,  but  it  may  possibly  have  been  the 
accounts  carried  home  from  this  locality  by  Connecticut  soldiers  who  served 
here  during  the  French  and  Indian  War  and  I  have  already  called  attention  to 
soldiers  of  this  name  who  were  stationed  at  Fort  Edward  during  these  cam- 
paigns. There  was  apparently  a  very  early  road  from  Fort  Edward  to  the  Con- 
necticut settlements,  for  in  Pouchot's  Memoirs  previously  quoted,  he  says: 
"There  is  a  road  (1760)  from  Fort  Edward,  leading  to  Connecticut  and  Bos- 
ton." We  have  also  noticed  during  one  of  the  campaigns  an  order  regarding 
"the  Connecticut  troops  who  are  coming  through  the  wood,"  instead  of  the 
usual  route  by  way  of  Albany. 

THE  BELL  FAMILY 

The  county  histories  mention  a  family  named  Bell  as  coming  to  Fort  Ed- 
ward at  about  the  same  time  as  the  Durkces  and  Saunderses  and  settling  in  the 
north  part  of  the  town.  In  Robert  Blake's  description  of  the  Smyth  house, 
previously  mentioned,  he  speaks  of  residing  with  his  uncle,  Mr.  Bell,  who  lived 
about  half  a  mile  north  of  the  village.  Holden  (page  428)  quotes  Judge  Hay's 
statement  that  near  the  top  of  the  Fort  Edward  Hill,  not  far  from  the  site  oc- 
cupied by  the  old  Grove  House,  was  a  tavern  kept  by  a  Tory  named  Bell.  I 
believe  this  was  William  Bell,  who  is  mentioned  in  the  following  paragraph. 
The  only  person  of  this  name  mentioned  in  the  first  census  is  Epaphras  Bell, 
presumably  connected  with  the  original  settler. 

On  August  29th,  1780,  Joseph  Hawkins,  Thomas  Yarns  and  William  Bell 
were  apprehended  by  the  order  of  Albert  Baker,  John  Moss,  and  Noah  Pain, 
three  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  Charlotte  County,  and  brought  before  the 
Committee  for  Detecting  and  Defeating  Conspiracies,  at  Albany,  charged  with 
having  been  with  the  enemy.     A  mittimus  was  made  out  and  they  were  com- 
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mitred  to  the  Albany  gaol.  On  December  12th  the  board  received  a  petition 
signed  by  a  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  Kingsbury  for  the  release  of  these 
prisoners,  which  was  laid  on  the  table.  It  was  not  until  February  19th,  1781, 
that  William  Bell,  of  Fort  Edward,  was  discharged  from  confinement  under 
bail  of  one  hundred  pounds.  The  committee  further  stipulated  that,  inas- 
much as  he  lived  on  the  frontiers  and  had  it  within  his  pov/er  to  aid  and  com- 
fort the  enemy,  he  be  ordered  to  remove  into  the  interior  parts  of  the  state  by 
April  1st.

THE  JONES  FAMILY  AND  OTHER  MOREAU  PIONEERS 

Sir  William  Johnson  wrote  the  Lords  of  Trade,  on  October  30th,  1764, 
regarding  the  Kayaderosseras  Patent,  as  follows:  "From  the  date  of  the  Kay- 
aderosseras  patent  in  1708  to  1754,  no  settlement  whatever  was  made  thereon, 
nor  hath  the  same  ever  been  surveyed  or  any  partition  made  thereof  as  yet  by 
the  patentees;  and  this  notorious  neglect,  to  the  predudice  of  the  colony,  had  the 
grant  been  equitable,  can  only  be  attributed  to  their  consciousness  of  its  iniquity. 
Since  then  some  of  the  proprietors  without  knowing  their  own  shares,  have 
very  lately  encouraged  some  families  who,  according  to  the  best  information, 
do  not  exceed  a  dozen  in  number,  to  settle  on  some  parts  of  the  patent  towards 
Fort  Edward,  and  in  the  neighborhood  of  Saratoga  Lake,  but  the  Mohawk 
hunters,  having  come  across  their  huts  last  year  warned  them  off,  v/ith  which 
some  have  complied."  In  1768  a  settlement  was  finally  made  with  the  Mohawk 
Indians  and  the.  settlement  began  in  earnest. 

Twelve  families  are  said  to  have  located  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Hudson 
between  Fort  Edward  and  Fort  Miller  on  the  Kayaderosseras  Patent  up  to  the 
beginning  of  the  Revolution.  The  most  important  in  the  eyes  of  the  local 
historian,  and  possibly  the  first  family  to  arrive,  was  that  of  a  widow  named 
Jones,  and  her  six  sons — Jonathan,  John,  Dunham,  Daniel,  David  and  Solo- 
mon. (Wilson's  Life  of  Jane  McCrea,  page  1  6.)  An  article  by  Honeyman  in 
the  Somerset  County  Historical  Quarterly  for  October,  1918  (page  252), 
mentions  one  other  son,  Thomas,  and  two  daughters,  names  not  given.  The 
author  of  this  sketch  presumes  that  the  father  was  a  Welshman  and  married 
a  Sarah  Dunham.  The  family  came  from  Lamington,  N.  J.,  apparently  under 
the  same  impulse  that  brought  their  neighbors,  the  McCreas,  to  this  same 
vicinity.  David  and  Solomon  remained  with  the  mother  on  what  was  after- 
wards known  as  the  old  Rogers  place,  now  the  Taylor  farm,  while  the  other 
four  boys  continued  on  to  Kingsbury  and  settled  in  the  vicinity  of  Moss  Street. 
Here  Daniel  purchased  a  large  tract  of  land  and  soon  after  became  interested  in 
the  erection  of  a  saw  and  grist  mill  in  Queensbury.  He  afterwards  married  a 
daughter  of  Abraham  Wing  and  but  for  the  Revolution,  which  forced  him  to 
flee  to  Canada,  would  probabl^jjjiave  become  one  of  the  early  influential  men 
of  this  part  of  the  country.       (See  Holden,  page  72.) 
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Dnvid  and  Daniel  Jones  are  both  said  to  have  been  millwrights  and  if  so, 
David's  time  must  have  been  well  taken  with  his  brother's  building  operations 
at  Wing's  Falls,  while  Solomon  no  doubt  remained  at  home  and  worked  the 
farm.  At  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution,  David  was  listed  as  captain  of 
the  7th  company  in  the  13th  regiment  from  the  Saratoga  district.  Another 
list  gives  him  as  a  lieutenant  in  the  Saratoga  district  regiment  of  militia,  but 
according  to  a  letter  from  Captain  John  Graham,  dated  at  Fort  Miller,  July 
11th,  1775,  to  the  Albany  Committee  of  Correspondence,  he  refused  to  ac- 
cept the  commission.  Later  on  he  joined  the  British  army,  the  family  having 
upheld  the  Loyalist  cause.  The  incidents  which  followed  this  action  resulted 
in  the  death  of  his  former  neighbor  and  fiancee,  Jane  McCrea. 

The  following  material  is  taken  from  a  note  in  Burgoync's  orderly  book 
(Munsell  1860)  and  relates  to  this  family:  "When  the  family  withdrew  to 
Canada,  Daniel  located  at  Brockville,  where  he  engaged  successfully  in  business. 
His  oldest  son  was  sent  to  England  to  complete  his  education,  but  was  a 
profligate  spendthrift  who  came  to  nothing.  His  two  other  sons,  by  a  second 
wife,  Daniel  and  David,  were  lawyers  in  Brockville,  and  the  latter  was  recently 
and  perhaps  is  still  the  county  clerk  there,  the  former  being  deceased.  After 
their  father's  death,  some  thirty  or  forty  years  since,  one  of  these  sons  came 
to  Sandy  Hill  to  recover  something  for  the  lands  from  which,  he  said,  his 
father  was  forcibly  driven.  His  advent  produced  considerable  excitement  in 
that  village,  but  he  was  forced  to  withdraw  and  abandon  the  business.  The 
widow  Jones  house  stood  some  twenty  rods  below  the  stone  house  of  Halsey 
Rogers.  At  this  place  was  the  principal  ferry  on  the  river,  which  continued  to 
be  known  as  the  Jones  ferry  many  years  after  the  family  had  left.  Philander 
Doty  succeeded  the  widow  Jones,  and  the  house  was  destroyed  at  the  time  of 
Carleton's  invasion  in  1780."  (Page  187.)  This  account,  of  which  Dr.  Asa 
Fitch  was  the  author,  also  says  that  both  David  and  Daniel  were  members  of 
Peter's  corps  in  the  British  army  during  the  campaign  of  1777.  Bascom,  how- 
ever, says  that  Daniel  was  the  only  one  of  the  boys  who  did  not  enter  the 
British  army,  although  he  was  driven  from  his  lands  as  a  Tory. 

The  following  letter  from  Mrs.  C.  H.  Jackson,  of  Brockville,  Ontario, 
Canada,  a  great-great  niece  of  David  Jones,  to  the  late  J.  A.  Holden,  of  Glens 
Falls,  is  dated  April  24,  1921,  and  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  has  never  been 
published.  I  give  the  following  extract  through  the  courtesy  of  Mrs.  Holden: 
"Lieut.  Jones  is  buried  near  Prescott  in  the  quaintest  old  burial  ground  of  one 
of  the  first  churches  erected  in  these  parts.  It  is  called  the  "Blue  Church"  and 
is  close  to  the  river;  a  beautiful  spot  and  with  a  small  grove  of  pine  trees  just 
beside  it.  He  never  married  and  is  said  never  to  have  smiled  after  the  tragedy 
had  deprived  him  of  his  fiancee." 

Just  when  the  Jones  family  were  obliged  to  leave  Fort  Edward  cannot 
be  stated,  but  it  was  probably  during  the  summer  of  1777.  General  Thos. 
Rogers  acquired  the  farm  after  the  Revolution  and,  according  to  some  accounts.

Thank  you  so  very  much  for  your  answer  to  my  query  for 
the  children  of  Is^ac  Brisco  and  Huth  ilawley.  From  your  answer 
last  summer  giving  me  the  name  of  Anna  Brisco  as  the  wife  of 
Duncan  Bell  I  have  been  able  to  get  all  my  families  back  into 
Connecticut  to  the  immigrant  ancestor.   It  has  been  a  great  thrill. 
They  are  the  families  of  my  Grandmother  Brown,  and  I  find  them 
going  back  to  at  least  three  of  the  same  families  from  which  my  , 
Grandfather  Brown  comes.  His  people  lived  in  Leeds  Co.,  Ont. 

The  relative  Howard  M.  Brown  of  Ottawa  with  whom  I  am 
in  contact  had  become  interested  in  my  Bell-Brisco-Hawley  families 
and  has  spent  many  hours  in  the  Archives  in  Ottawa  looking  them  up 
for  me.  He  has  sent  me  about  twenty  pages  of  vital  records  and 
copies  of  petitions  of  land,  x^bout  the  same  time  I  got  your 
answer,  he  had  found  the  list  of  Isaac  Brisco 's  children.  He  is 
a  graduate  of  Q^ueens  College  and  I  believe  has  done  research  for 
the  government.  His  brother  was  Roy  Brown  the  Ace  who  shot  down 
Baron  Von  Richtofen. 


I  wrote  to  the  U.  -S.  Loyalists  in  regard  to  Abraham 
Taylor  imy^^r,   gr.  grandfather)  who  married  Abigail  Bell,  dau . 


of  Duncan f^na  Anna  Brisco,  but  they  had  no  record  of  him  beii^g 
child  of  a  Loyalist.  He  was  born  in  1782  in  Dutchess  Co.,  N.  Y. 
I  feel  there  is  no  doubt  that  his  father  was  a  Loyalist,  but  no 
proof  that  he  was  the  John  Taylor  who  married  Agnes  and  lived  in 
Lennox  Co.   The  first  cemetery  in  Belleville  was  the  Taylor 
Cemetery  and  I  went  to  look  for  it.   It  has  been  destroyed  all 
but  two  or  three  tombstones  lying  on  the  ground.   I  found  at  the 
library  in  Belleville  that  there  had  been  some  litigation  over 
it,  Ur,   Leonard  Parks  believed  that  my  Taylors  must  have  gone 
to  Belleville  as  they  did  not  leave  much  trace  in  Fredericksburg. 
However,  the  son  of  Abraham  Taylor  and  Abigail  Bell,  (James  Hough, 
my  great  grandfather)  was  born  in  ■'J'redericks burgh.  I  hope  to 
get  to  Dutchess  County  soon  to  search  the  records  for  the  Triors. 

I  am  very  much  interested  in  knowing  your  relation  to 
the  Bell-Hawley-Brisco  families.   I  want  very  much  to  get  the 
entire  Brisco  line  and  think  I  have  it,  but  there  is  the  matter 
of  proving  one  link  before  I  am  sure.

I  was  very  muoh  thrilled  to  receive  your  answer  to  my 
query  about  the  Taylors-Bells  in  the  Hartford  Times,  and  wish  to 
thank  you. 

--^fter  sending  in  the  n^uery  I  had  been  lucky  enough  to 
stumble  onto  the  Fredericksburg  L»hurch  records  compiled  by  the 
Ontario  Historical  Society  and  placed  in  the  Burton  Historical 
Collection  of  the  Detroit  Library,  i'rom  those  vital  records  I  was 
able  to  compile  to  some  degree  the  family  of  Duncan  Beil, 

Abraham  j^osy  Taylor  was  my  great-^-reat  grandfather  and 
came  to  Mich,  probably  about  18^6,  when  the  son  of  James  Hough 
Taylor  and  his  wife  Harriet  Brewer  was  born  in  Detroit.   This  son 
was  named  John  Taylor.   I  had  the  birthdates  of  Abraham  Taylor 
and  wife  Abigail  (name  not  Known)  their  son  James  from  the  family 
bible  with  the  information  tha.t  Abigail  and  James  were  born  in 
if'redericksburg.   On  the  strength  of  that  my  husband  and  1  went  to 
Ca:iada  last  summer  to  search  for  them,  '^^e   arrived  in  Kapenee  on 
3at .  morning  and  the  Court  House  was  closed  so  I  could  not  look  up 
any  land  records.   I  found  Ivlr.  Leonard  Parks  at  Hay  Bay,  but  he 
knew  nothing  about  the  Taylors.   He  thought  probably  they  had 
moved  away,  and  in  a  history  book  he  had  he  found  a  Taylor  cemetery 
in  Belleville.   He  sent  us  over  there  and  there  had  been  a  great 
deal  of  controversy  about  the  cemetery.

If  he  Wi^s  buried  in  i^'redericksbiirg,  the  ones  down  in  Belleville  were 
probably  not  mine. 

I  found  my  Brown  family  up  in  Carleton  Place  last  summer 
by  calling  a  Brown  din  the  telephone,   ohe  proved  to  be  descend'^!  from 
my  great-3r6^"u  c,x .^.i^Lf e ther   Jonah  Brown  who  went  to  i.eeds  Co.  in  1790. 
Her  brother  who  lives  in  Ottawa  searched  the  archives  all  vinter  and 
came  up  with  an  amazing  amount  of  Brown  material,  and  I  also  had  him 
searching  for  my  Taylors,  though  they  were  not  related  to  him.   He 
came  across  the  spplication  of  -.bigail  Bell  Taylor  asking  for  land 
as  daughter  of  U.  E.  j^oyalist  Duncan  Bell.   That  was  how  I  got  the 
nftme  "Bell".

William  Bell — We  shall  have  occasion  to  speak  of  William 
Bell  in  different  places  in  these  pa^es.  He  was  born  August  12, 
175s,  in  County  of  Tyrone,  Ireland. 

At  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War  he  vn-e   a  sergeant  in  the 
53rd  regiment  of  •♦■he  line.   Some  time  after  the  close  of  the  war,  he 
succeeded  in  procuring  his  discharge  from  the  service,  at  Lachine,  and 
came  to  Cataraq\ii,  sometime  in  1729.  He  was  on  intimate  terms  with 
John  Ferguson,  and,  we  believe,  related  by  marriage.  It  was  at 
Ferguson's  solicitation  that  Bell  came  to  the  Bay.  We  have  before  us 
an  old  account  book,  by  which  we  learn  that  Ferguson  and  Bell  commenced 
trading  on  the  front  of  Sidney  in  the  latter  part  of  17S9,   Subsequently 
"Bell  became  school  teacher  to  the  Mohawks,  and  seems  to  have  done  business 
there  in  the  way  of  trading,  in  1799.  ^^^  lb!03  we  find  hira  settled  in 
Thurlow,  Ferguson,  who  was  living  at  Kingston,  had  been  appointed  Colonel 
of  the  Hastings  Militia,  and  Bell  was  selected  by  him  to  assist  in  organiz- 
ing the  body.  He  was  commissioned  captain  in  December  179^1  Major  in 
August,  1800;  and  in  IBO9  Lieutanant-CTlonel.   Colonel  Bell  v;as  well 
known  as  a  public  man  in  Thurlow,  He  was  appointed  to  several  offices — 
Magistrate,  Coroner,  and  finally  Colonel  of  the  Hastings  Battalion.  As 
magistrate  he  took  an  active  part  in  the  doings  of  Thurlow  and  Belleville 
for  many  years.  He  was  also  an  active  person  in  connection  with  the  agri- 
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cultural  societiPB,  until  a  f^vr  y^nrs  "bftfore  his  death,  1233. 
The  papers  left  by  Colonel  Bell  have  ben  of  great  service  to  us. 
His  v/ife's  nacie  was  Hachel  Hare,  who  died  1853»  aged  eight^z-one. 
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
